It Is 
i*”®*ld»d that when evidence is discovered of possible acts of non- 
feasance, atsfeassace, or malfeasance, the matter shall be immedi- 
ately referred to the W rector of Central Intelligence, the Inspector 
General, and the Deputy Director (Fleas). 

2- Reference b. concerns the subject of information or ellega- 
tioos concerning criminal acts cm the part of Agency personnel. That 
aomor a oflM B Indicates the necessity of immediate consideration of the 
question of disclosure to the D ep artmen t of Justice of information or 
allegations concerning the violation of criminal law. The Di recto r In 
his memorandum then provides that any Information, allegation, or com- 
plaint relating to crimes involving Agency officers, employees, con- 
sul teats, or agents should be r ep o r t ed immediately upon receipt to ifa« 
General Counsel with a copy to the Inspector General. The xw^pcmiMlity 
i* placed ea the General Counsel for obtaining concerted Agency action 
c® each ea m and fear making reeonmendaiicne to toe B CX on Agency action 
in relation to the Deportment of Justice.
